Deleting high degree of 
transparency in claim 8 raises new issues. Deleting the reference to "steps" in claims 1 , 2, 3, 4, 6, and 8 changes the scope of these 
claims. Thus, the changes to the claims require further analysis. 
The new abstract requires further analysis.

Applicant makes reference to figure 10 as supporting the amended claims, however, this figure does not support the finally rejected 
claims. Step 1510 corresponds to claim steps (ii) and (iii), step 1520 corresponds to claim steps (i) and (iv), step 1530 corresponds to 
claim step (v), step 1540 corresponds to claim step (vi) and claims 4 and 5, step 1550 corresponds to claims 6 and 7 and step 1560 
corresponds to claim steps (vii) and (viii). Step 1520 corresponds to figure 9A, step 1530 corresponds to figure 9B, steps 1540 and 1550 
corresponds to 9C, and step 1560 corresponds to figure 9D. Thus, the claimed order of the steps do not correspond to figure 10 and the 
specification is ambiguous as to the correct order of the steps.
